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DETAILED ACTION 
Status of the Claims 

Claims 30, 32, 38-40, 42 and 44-46 are pending wlierein claims 30, 32, 42 and 
44 are amended, claim 46 is new and claims 1-29, 31 , 33-37, 41 and 43 are canceled. 

Status of Previous Rejections 
The previous rejection to claim 38 under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which Applicant regards as the invention is withdrawn in view of the Applicant's 
cancellation of claim 36. The previous rejection of claims 30, 32, 38-40, 42 and 44-45 
under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Turner (US 6,331 ,233)) is 
withdrawn in view of the Applicant's arguments and amendments to claim 30. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 30, 32, 38-40, 42 and 44-46 are allowed. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: The prior art does not disclose or adequately suggest a method of 
manufacturing a Ta sputtering target having a purity of 4N5 or greater comprising the 
steps of cold extend forging (forging at or near room temperature) followed by 
recrystallization annealing at 1373 to 1673K followed by cold mix forging (cold cross 
forging) followed by recrystallization annealing at 1373 to 1673K followed by further cold 
mix forging followed by further additional recrystallization annealing up to 1373K to 
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produce a target having a grain size of 80 microns or less and no uneven 
macrostructure in the form of streaks or aggregates on a surface of the target and inside 
of the target.
